The recommendation for High School is $200.00 more than last 
year, and the one for the Noon Lunch, $10.00 more. The increase 
for the High School is necessary because of advance in teachers’ salaries.

The amounts listed for the other items are the same as raised last year 
with the exception of the Repair and Equipment Account, for which 
we have asked $200.00. Nothing was raised for this purpose last year. 


CONCLUSION 
I cannot close this report as Superintendent of the Weld Schools 
without expressing my deep appreciation of the whole-hearted support 
that has been accorded me by the Superintending School Committee, 
the other town officials and the teaching staff, as well as the pupils and 
their parents.

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Report of the Principal of Weld 
High School 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Weld: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as principal of Weld 
High School. 

On June 16, 1944, the graduation exercises were held at Mystic 
Theatre. Since there were only three graduates the members of the 
_ Junior class contributed to the success of the event. 

School opened Sept. 11, 1944, with an enrollment of 15, 8 boys and 
7 girls. Since then one girl has dropped out because of ill health, one 
girl has transferred to Farmington, and a boy has joined the armed 
forces; this leaves 12 pupils at present. 

We were very fortunate, in this day of teacher shortages, to secure 
the services of a commercial teacher, Miss Anne Spring, of Portland. 
She arrived in time to take up her duties Thursday of the first week of 
school. 

Much credit must be given our janitor, Mrs. Esther Merchant. She 
has been very faithful to er trust and the rooms have been comfortably 
warm when the school day has started. 

It is unfortunate that the school is so small that it makes athletic 
contests impossible. However, we produced successfully the play 
“ Aaron Slick from Punkin Creek.” The proceeds of this play will be 
used to defray the expenses of graduation. 

During the winter term the Parent-Teachers’ Association has been 
particularly active. It has sponsored a series of moving pictures, and 
individual members have prepared school lunches each day. This hot 
lunch service has been conducted for the past three years, and has surely 
proved its worth. The pupils appear not to have so much bodily or 
mental fatigue when given hot lunches. We must extend our thanks 
to thosé who have prepared the soup: Mdms. Helen Hilton, Gladys 
Masterman, Vera Whitney, Claudia McIntire, Dorothy Winter, Myrtle 
Hutchinson, Minnie Noyes, Etta Cochran, Nadine Schofield, and Kath- 
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erine Conant. Earl Hutchinson donated a supply of salt pork, which 
was very much appreciated. 

At present the pupils are much interested in a contest conducted 
for the Freshman and Sophomore class. The prizes are $2.50 each, and 
are to be presented the winners of the following contests: 

1. The highest scholastic standing. 

2. The one who contributes most to Weld High School, this in- 
cludes leadership, co-operation, or helpfulness in every 
way. 

3. The student who shows the most improvement throughout the 
year, in rank, initiativeness, and attitude in general. 

4. Best in Oratory. 

I believe this will bring a decided improvement in rank and unex- 

cused absences. 

Parents can help the teacher by taking notice of low grades on 
rank cards. Very few high school pupils are able to prepare all their 
lessons during school hours. To succeed in school the pupil himself 
must work. The scholastic standing of one who spends some time 
studying at home, seldom needs to be worried over. The teachers ap- 
preciate the co-operation of the parents and would like to see more of 
them visit the schools, and discuss any mutual problem. You, the par- 
ents of Weld, are interested in your boys and girls who are the world 
of tomorrow. Help and encourage them and attempt to connect more 
closely the home and school, the two most important factors in the 
community.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


Report of the nursing service given to the town of Weld by the 
South Franklin County Tuberculosis and Health Association covering 
the period January 1, 1944 to January 1, 1945. 


With the reorganization of the association this year came a need 
for the revision of by-laws, and a closer relationship to the public. Artt- 
cle V of the Constitution states, ‘““ There shall be a Public Relations 
Committee consisting of representatives chosen by various prominent 
civic, religious and social groups, and other organizations in the area 
served.” Article III of the By-laws defines the duties as, “ The Public 
Relations Committee shall meet quarterly with the Executive Commit- 
tee. The duty of each member shall be to bring to the Association the 
attitudes, interests, and problems of the group he represents, and to give 
an intelligent interpretation of the program to his own group.” 


At the March meeting, Dr. Davidson of the Bureau of Health dis- 
cussed the Tuberculosis Surveys being done in Maine. Mrs. Anderson 
spoke of the trends in public health nursing particularly in the schools, 
and the quarterly report of the nurse was given, followed by a general 
discussion. At the June meeting, a report of the .[uberculosis Institute 
held in Boston was given by Miss Bonsey, report of the Recreation Com- 
mittee by Harold Collins, then Dr. McCloskey, United States Public 
Health Service, discussed the Venereal Disease problem in Maine, time 
being allowed for general discussion. The fall meeting was a report 
of the By-laws Committee by Mrs. Cushman. These were accepted 
after discussion. The Annual Meeting will be held in April and will 
be open to the membership. Membership consists of all persons who 
purchase Christmas Seals tothe amount of $1.00 or more, or contributed 
$1.00 or more for that year. This Association is part of your Com- 
munity and you can help most by being part of the Association and 
attending meetings.

You should be commended for again raising money for medical 


examinations in the school. Fortunately, Dr. Defoe took time to do all 
grades instead of the few we had planned.

In accordance with national policies, routine visits are not made, 
each visit being made for a special reason. If you would write to your 
nurse about your health problems, then she will plan to visit you on her 
next visit to town. This is done to conserve time and to give service 
where it is most needed. 

There was some interest in a blood bank last spring and the Lew- 
iston clinic was visited and plans discussed, but when it was found the 
‘blood given here would be used locally interest was not as great. — 

During the year your nurse has served as chairman of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service for Nurses, and reported at three dis- 
trict meetings besides local meetings, attended the Tuberculosis Institute 
in Boston, and the Venereal Disease Institute in Maine-and a Medical 
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meeting on Venereal Disease, reported on this to local nurses and at a 
State staff meeting in Lewiston. She also took part in a panel discussion 
at the State Nurses’ Association in Bangor, attended the Teachers’ Con- 
vention in Lewiston where a discussion was held of new health records 
for school. Was present at the Annual Meeting of the Maine Public 
Health Association at Poland Spring, Seal Sale meeting at Portland, 
and two staff meetings at Augusta on school nursing and administrative 
procedures. It is not possible to attend all meetings in the State, but we 
try to select those that would be of most benefit to the Service. 
We appreciate the cooperation which Weld always gives.
